known. 
The case went to court and after 


several years it was finally decided that 
ter tcnns of the will should be carried 
out. 
Mr. Davis Immediately communi- 


cated with Supt. Mulno of the Jewell 
cemetery with regard to carrying out the 
provisions of the will but before any ar- 
rangements could he made Mr. Davis died 
suddenly causing further delay. 
Finally George F. Richardson took 


charge of the matter and he at once ex- 
plained the whole affair to Daniel French, 
the eminent sculptor with the request that 
he provide a suitable monument that will 
reflect credit on the deceased and the city 
and stand as a type of the early mill oper- 
ative. 
The residue has been drawing 


interest all the time and now amounts 
to $0000. 
The lot Is on Washington avenue In the 


western Bide of the cemetery.

ning. His system had been enfeebled 
by overwork and he hud been ill for a 
•week witb malarial fever. He landed 
that he had murdered a mini uud l"J 
thought the' police were after him. 
He claimed that he hud tried to com- 


mit suicide and doctors wi-ro summon- 
ed.

could not find any trace of the poison. 
He did drinlt from a bottle that he. be-

Bmlle l.n- 
oler, 637 Moody street. Miss Juliette 
Lucier was the first to diet-over

doctor's condition. She was attracted 
to his room by an unusual noise and 
upon opening the door she found tin; 
doctor gesticulating wildly and shout- 
Ing. He said that be had tiLken car- 
bolic acid, that he was side and did 
.not want to live. Mrs. Maynard WIIB 
not in the house nt tho time nnd Miss 
Lucier knowing that the 
doctor was 


not a drinking man believed him In- 
sane and notified Officer L:\mourenux, 
who, 
In turn, notified Dr. Cnlssc. 
The 


• ambulance had been 
summoned 
but 


Dr. Calsse deemed it advisable to walk 
Maynard to the Lowell Hospital which 
w*« only a little ways away. 
At the hospital he stubbornly re- 


fused to take any antidote, Buying that 
he -was sick and tlrod of life and that 
h« wanted to die. Ho was finally per- 
suaded to take it and 
the 
doctors 


found that the stomach did not con- 
tain any trace of the poison. 
After being at the. hospital for an 


hour or more the doctor succeeded In 
collecting hln scattered flenses and re- 
gained control of his mind. He said 
that he should have quit work two 
•weeks ago . He hnd suffered for more 
than a week with malarial fever but 
continued his work In the assessors 
office. Tester-day afternoon 
ho went 


home feeling miserably 111 nnd unable 
to proceed further with 
his 
work. 


Then came the terror of his experience. 
He felt his reason slipping away and 
the Insane thought thnt he hnd com- 
mitted murder took possession of him. 
He looked about him for 
something 


with which to end it all nnd his eyes 
fell upon a bottle that he believed con- 
tained carbolic acid nnd he drank thn 
ir/ntents. 
Then he lay on the floor 
with his head against the door, think- 
ing, he «ald, that when the officers ar- 
rived they would break the door down 
end crush his brains out. 
"My one hope," he enld, "was to die 


before I was caught and condemned to 
expiate 
my crime on 
tho 
electric 


choir." 


Dr. Maynard graduated from Tufts

en nn office In this cjty In the fall. TTo 
found employment In tho assessors' of- 
fice tn earn' him through the summer 
months. 
He has been working too

college nnd should have taken a long 
rest after he had paRsed his examina- 
tions. He was ambitious, however, 
nnd wanted to get a little money ahead 
with which to do business In the fall. 


The doctor Is resting 
comfortably 


today and will be himself again after 
his mind and body have received the 
necessary rest.

Mr. Bryan had, also intended to ap- 
pear, but the diplomacy of Senator 
Hill and the tact of Senator 
Daniel 


had unarmed Mm. He had been In- 
duced to make a fight for some radi- 
cal plank before the resolutions com- 
mittee and had secured sufficient modi- 
fications to satisfy him. There was 
nothing left for 
the 
assemblage of 
spectators but to listen to the nomi- 
nating speeches for the various candi- 
dates for president. 
LITTLETON'S MAGNETIC SPEECH. 


In Mr. IJtUeton they were not dis- 
appointed; they saw before them 
a 


man who had all the qualities of the 
real orator 
in his 
voice, 
strong, 
resonant, carried to every part of the 
hall and his prhases were epigram- 
matic and at times delivered with tell- 
ing effect The democrats present also 
saw that he was dealing with the re- 
publican party In hammer and tones 
Btyle, while the phrases were slightly 
veiled. It was plain that he meant 
Theodore Roosevelt when he talked 
of the "Spray of blood atmosphere of 
the government," "The empty glory 
of being a hero in on artificial war." 
These phrases were greeted with-loud 
cheers. 


Not many men In this 
convention 


knew very much about Mr. Littleton 
of Brooklyn, and knew almost nothing 
of his oratorical powers. They had a 
sort of suspicion that he was a local 
spellbinder, and would give to them a 
perfunctory nominating 
speech, 
and 
they listened with some indifference 
during the first few minutes, but soon 
thte young man began to arouse in- 
tense interest in his audience. 
His 
large head was thrown back, his black 
eyes flashed, and with the force of a 
massive frame he endeavored to reach 
the hearts and minde of his hearers. 
He wore a short black coat of the 


orator stripped for a hard contest, a 
blue neglige shirt, a white collar and 
heavy black tie; his appearance was 
what might be called "heavy Byronic." 
His waving black hair . and 
round, 
strong face made a striking appear- 
ance as he nenred the tlmn when he 
was to mention the name of the Mew 
York candidate. The frequent sugges- 
tions of the name caused breakings of 
applause here and 
there, 
which 
at 


times swelled to volumes and filled 
the hall. When he appealed to the 
West to sustain the 
great 
Empire 
stnre in Its fight for democracy as they 
had stood for the "West in its many 
fights in the post, many men jumped 
to their feet and cried out: "We'll do 
it. we'll do it." Before he closed the 
orator had complete 
control of his 


splendid audience, and they were en- 
tirely in sympathy with his efforts. 


APPLAUSE FOR PARKER. 


At the close of his speech the cheer- 


ing for Parker bega-n and lasted with- 
out much artificial stimulus 
approxi- 


mately 25 minutes^ The great volume 
had died out In about 23 minutes, but 
there were scattering cheers for sev- 
eral minutes afterward, and the chair- 
man could not obtain control of the 
assemblage for 
more 
than half an 


hour. 
There is -a singularity in all 
these great convention demonstrations, 
but It did seem last night that the 
one for the favorite son of the Em- 
pire state exceeded in 
genuine en- 
thusiasm any ovation which has been 
given to a candidate in ma-ny a con- 
vention. It is true that there were al- 
so hisses, more hisses than are often 
heard in connection with the mention 
of a candidate's name, because, by 
the nominating orators, it is the usual 
thing to let the cheers continue as 
long as they will and those opposed to 
the candidates keep quiet until the 
noise has ceased. 
But this time the ardor of the Par- 


kerites angered the opposition to the 
point where they expressed their, con- 
tempt by catcalls 
and hisses. Then 


the Parker men started their parade. 
The police cleared the 
way In the 


aisles, apd the standard bearers rnsh- 


d backward and forward in front of 
the platform. 
Chairman Clnrk 
and 


Mr. Littleton stood and reviewed the 
parade as it passed. Thonsnmla In the 
galleries were 
provItVd 
with small 


flfiKS. which were wnveil 
In 
unison 


with thi> hiKger banners and emblems 
.in the floor. 
Presently 
four

took their places on the platform and 
tried to toach to the convention how 
"T>aiker.

This seemed a 
sufficient excuse for four or five min- 
utes more of cheering. The 
demon- 


stration continued without further in- 
cident, until 30 minutes after its be- 
ginning. 


DELMAii NAMES HEARST. 


Senator Cat-mack of Tennessee was 


then recognized to second the nomina- 
tion of Judge Parker. 
Mr. Carmack 


was not in his accustomed good voice 
and he had a hard time In reaching the 
crowd with his speech. 
Senator Carmack at 
length stopped 


talking 
and then E. M. Delmas of 


California was announced, to make the 
speech nominating William Randolph 
Hearst. The Hearst contingent yelled 
loudly. Mr. Delmas succeeded well in 
making himself heard, a fact perhaps 
mostly due to the feeling of curiosity 
and anticipation with which delegates 
and spectators alike were awaiting the 
Hearst demonstration. In nolfle it was 
disappointing to the galleries and it 
was apparent that the Henrst manag- 
ers had systematically planned to 
raise a racket which should make up 
as far as it could what was lacking in 
substance. Prom the balconies colored 
lithographs 
of Hearst, appropriately 


framed in yellow, were swung out over 
the audience below and a huge picture 
of the candidate borne on a pole was 
brought to the platform and waved to 
and fro. Then the Hearst states and 
territories, California, Arizona, Iowa, 
Idaho, Rhode Island. Wyoming, New 
Mexico, South 
Dakota 
and 
Hawaii, 


formed a procession and carried Hearst 
lithographs around the hall. 


The Illinois delegation, instructed for 


Hearst sat still In their seats, but a 
Chicago ward politician. 
Alderman 


Daley, 
got possession of the state 


standard and insisted on carrying it in 
the procession. A carrot-headed indi- 
vidual who had obtained access to the 
presrf seats, made himself so conspicu- 
ous in his demonstrations of enthus- 
iasm thnt he almost precipitated a riot. 
He climbed upon the press table and 
gesticulated wildly, with hat In one 
hand and a big leather field glass case 
in 
the 
other. The sweat 
poured 


down from his red pompadourcd head 
while he shouted and yelled. 
Then a 


newspaper correspondent threw a wad 
of paper at him and In an instant he 
was being pelted with scores of simi- 
lar missiles. 
Then he was lifted on the 


shoulder of a reporter, and from his 
lofty height he was made the target for 
renewed assaults. Finally he got mad 
and began shaking his fists. Then the 
police came to his rescue and hustled 
him unceremoniously out of sight. 


While all this was going 
on 
the 
"yellowing" and shouting 
continued. 


B'ut when the watches of the men who 
had engineered the demonstration told 
.them that they hod succeeded in keep- 
Ing it up for 37 minutes, exceeding by 
a few minutes the length of the Par- 
ker demonstration, the $2,000,000 worth 
of cheers had exhausted themselves. 
The Hearst campaign had been one of 
noise. There were no votes back of 
the noise, or at least, no votes that 
could make any impression at 
the 


convention. 


COLORADO MAN POETIC. 


E. J. O'Donnell of Colorado took the 


platform to 
second Judge Parker's 


nomination in a speech which was a 
word painting, in which "the azure 
and cloudless skies of Colorado" vied 
with "the peaks of the Alleghanies" in 
drawing upon the orator's descriptive 
powers. 
. 
After another seconding of 
Judge 
Parker's nomination by H. S. Cum- 
mings of Connecticut, L. Irving Handy 
of Delaware came forward to present 
the name of Judge George Gray as "a 
true southern gentleman." This tick- 
led the southerners, but the audience 
was plainly getting more and more 
impatient for the convention to gwt 
down to business. After a 
delegate 


next got up on a chair at his place 
In' the floor, and in behalf of a ma- 
jority of the Florida delegation sec- 
onded Parker's nomination 
another 


Florida 
delegate 
seconded 
Hearst's 


nomination, just to show that state 
was not united. 
Moses Wright of Georgia- was the 


next to second Parker's nomination. 
While he was expatiating upon the 
democrats as the party of the people, 
he paused to Inquire who was the peo- 
ple's candidate, meaning to answer it 
himself by mentioning Judge Parker, 
The pause was instantly taken 
ad- 


vantage of by the Henrst clique, who 
shouted back the name of Hearst. This 
broke up the speaker. He presently 
retired, Immensely to the relief of the 
audience, which could not hear half 
what the Georgian was saying and 
didn't care much for what it could
